PORTLAND, Ore., . Oet 14.—Fire, 
which the Exposition oftic als and mem- 
bers of the Missouri Commission are 
certain was of mneendiary origin, de- 
stroyed the beautiful Missouri Building 
at the Lewis and Clarke Exposition:here 
last nght, with everything it = con. 
tained. 

Nothing was saved. The building, 
which cost the State of Missouri $0,010; 
the exhibits wh.ch it held, valued at 
over $60,000, and valuable books and 
papers belonging to the State, are this 
morning all one heap of ashes. 

Greatest and most lamentable of the 
whole loss is that of the art exhibit col- 
lected and installed by the St. Lous 
Artists’ Guild and which was valued at 
between $30,000 and $4,000. Most of 
these pictures can never be replaced. 

The burning of the building just on 
the eve of the close of the Exposi #.n. 
for its doors wijl be shut after tvoaay. 
recalled to the members of the Mis- 
souri Commission the conflagration 
which destroyed that State's magn_ficen: 
palace at the St. Louis Exposition last 
vear. 

That was burned just a few days he- 
fore the close of the great Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, causing an enor- 
nous loss. 

One of the commissioners said this 
morning the St. Louis fire cost the State 
something like $150,000. 

That, with $60,000 odd piled on 
makes a fire loss to the State 
year of $210,000, and this does 
clude the loss to the St. 
here, 

Looking for Incendiaries. 

Officers are working on clews here 
to tind the culprits who fired the build- 
ing last night. 

F EE. Beach, a prominent business 
man here, saw the fire spring from a 
pile of packing boxes and excelsior, 
stored behind the building, where there 
were no electric wires or anything else 
to start a fire.

ARTISTS’ ENORMOUS LOSS; 
RUIN OF BUILDING HERE. 


Burning of the Missouri State Bulld- 
ing at Portland recalled St. Louis- 
ans the great conflagration whieh dJe- 


stroyed the State's fine building at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition here 


last vear. 

Like the fire at Portland, it came 
right at the elose of the great World's 
Fair, where, as the finest structure on 
the Plateau of States, it had attract- 
ed the attention of visitors from ali 
parts of the werld, only the margin 
to the close here was a little longer. 

The building at the St. Louls World's 
Fair was burned the night of Nov. 19, 
just 11 days before the Exposition closed 
its doors. 

The loss was enormous. although a 
great part of the art works and the fine 
library of 10,00 volumes were saved. 

The pullding COBt $106. 00y, Sarniehings 
$40,000, decorations and exhibi*s 
of various kinds were valued at $100,000 
more. 

The building was a total loss and the 
furnishings almost so. About half of 
the art exhibit was saved, although the 
group of paintings of the governors of 
the State were all lost. 

The total loss was figured at $150,000.

Mr. Zolnay had charge of e in- 
stailation of the exhibit at Portiand 
and olly a few days ago he sent ex- 
piicit instructions regarding the 
packing and shipping of the exhibit 
back to St. Louis. 

‘“Thac letter Snould have reached 
Portland tnis morning,’ said Mr. Zol- 
nay, ‘a few hveurs after the exhibit 
wus destroyed. It is the irony of 
fate that the fire should have oc- 
curred just as the Exposition closed 
and after we had gvune to such trouble 
tu cuol.ect the macer.al.” . 

Mr. Zoinay says that the exhibit made 
by St. Louis artists was universaiiy 
conceded in Portiand to be tne finest 
thing on the grounds. The pictures 
sculptures and other works of art were 
arranged in a special gallery in the rear 
of the Missouri Bullaing and connected 
with that structure. ‘1 he gallery was 
well adapted for its purpose, having 
skylights and plenty of room. 

“This is the first time tnat any State 
has made an exhibition of the artistic 


products of its eitizens,’’ said Mr. z0,- 
nay, “and we were able to make such 
a good showing oniy after great per- 
sonal sacrifices and by a devotion to cur 
work and our State that was hero.c. 
And now ali the exaibits are destroyed. 
The loss will fall, with a few exvep- 
tions, on the artists. Perhaps a haf 
dozen pictures were loaned ior the ex- 
hibition, but nearly all of them were 
the property of their creators. 
Individual Loses, 

“Perhe ps tne greatest toss is suffered 
by Hvovoert P. Bringhurst. His group, 
‘Phe Kiss of Eternicy,.’ was on exhidil- 
That ts, the original plaster cast 
was there, and he has no duplicate, So 
the work of a year is gone and the 
world has lost a creation that was uni- 
versaily conceded to be one of the pest 
mortuary groups ever produced in ins 
country. 

“EH'red O. Sylvester lost five oll paint- 
ings and three water colors. Two of 
the oils, ‘The Levee’ and ‘Flats,’ were 
excellent specimens of Mr. Syivestiers 
work and were of great value. Anoth- 
er of Mr, Sylvester's paintings, ‘Mis- 
sissippi and lilinois,’ had recently been 
bought by Rudolph Schmitz and had 
been presented to some public s hool 
here. It was one of the few paintings 
loaned for exhibition at Portland. 

“Dawson Watson lost two valuable 
oil paintings, ‘Moonrige’ and ‘Evening.’ 
He also lost sevéral water colors., Gus- 
tav Wolf lost seven @il paintings, one 
them being called ‘A November 
and having been widely praised. 

H. Wuerpel sent 13 oll 
three of them being valued 
$150 to. $6 each. 

Maury, Richard E. 
Frederick L. Stoddard, Oscar Le 
ninghaus and Carl Gustave Waldeck 
are other losers.’ 

Mr. Zolnay said that his own exhibits, 
plaster casts’ and bronzes, are not Iir- 
reparable losses as he has duplicates 
But the financial loss is heavy. The 
total value of the works of art burned 
is placed at between $30.000 and $40,000.
